New Possibilities

President Kennedy’s program to encourage dropouts to return to school was enacted at Eli Whitney 
on September 16, 23, and 30. We have been one of the few schools in the city to have an excellent re¬ 
sponse. Mr. Mayron, Mr. Schwartz and Mrs. Stone are the counselors in charge of this program. 

The dropout situation is a very serious problem. Lack of success in school, family problems, need of 
money and pressure from friends are some of the reasons for students dropping out of school. 

There are several possibilities foi"^- 
those who leave school: 

(1) Under a Project 3 program, 
the student goes to the high school 
where the program is offered. He 
takes six weeks of training in an area 
such as filing and then is helped to 
find a job. 

(2) Any Evening Academic High 
School is available fo” a person not 
attending day school. He can earn his 
diploma at such a school. 

v3) Evening Trade Schools are 
opened to anyone working in a trade 
or in an allied field so he can advance 
in a trade or learn a trade. 

(4) The New York State Employ¬ 
ment Service helps dropouts to get 
jobs in their trade areas. (Mr. Marks, 
our employment counselor, is available 
for guidance in this arc^.) 

(5) Finally, one can earn a di¬ 
ploma by taking what is known as a 
High School Equivalency Test. All 
dropouts can apply for this test 
through the State Education De¬ 
partment.

Whitneyites: A Word To 
The Wise is Sufficient 


All high school students are faced with the problem of getting their work done and Whitney students are 
certainly no exception. This problem has no immediate solution since many students today do poorly in their 
school work. The fact of the matter is that most of us do not know how to study. So much more of our work would 
be easily accomplished if we properly managed our day. 

Let us take a typical student, Jim Smith. Jim attends Eli Whitney Vocational High School and is an average 
student. All of his teachers tell him that he has outstanding potential but that he does not apply himself in school. 
Jim does not agree with them for his report cards tell another story. His parents seem to feel that he doesn’t 
do much home study and therefore his marks suffer accordingly. Jim disagrees with this reasoning and states that 
he doesn’t find it necessary to do any homework since he understands all the work. And besides, how much school- 
work can a fellow do anyway? 

^Jim’s parents are called to school to speak with the school guidance counselor. The school is concerned about 
Jim’s future because of his unsatisfactory grades and poor reading scores. He shows a natural talent in his 
shop work but he will not get a high school diploma since he has not achieved a minimum reading score. The parents 
of this young man are quite frantic for they had many hopes for him. They beseech the school guidance coun¬ 
selor for advice. The school has made plans to help students such as Jim. 

A new after school study program has been organized to offer special help to students who require it. The pro¬ 
gram is strictly voluntary, and Jim must decide for himself if he is willing to make the sacrifice. Many of his 
friends try to discourage him by telling him that it will involve too much extra effort on his part. And further¬ 
more, how will he ever find time to socialize with the gang? Jim is tom between two extremes and is in a 
quandary. However, he heard about his friend, Mike, who is sitting at home with no particular cares about the fu¬ 
ture. Mike’s father couldn’t even get him a job because he didn’t possess a high school diploma. 

Jim decides to try the after school study program. After the first week he is absolutely amazed. He is be¬ 
ginning to face the hard facts of reality. Jim discovers that he can’t understand what he is reading! He is given 
paragraph upon paragraph to read, and when asked to summarize what he has read, he is at a loss for words. 
He is told by the teacher that he is reading without any purpose. When he is given paragraphs on different sub¬ 
jects, he simply goes through them in a very routine way. He reads everything about the same way, English, his¬ 
tory, chemistry, and so forth. He plods through the sentences like- a man going to work, and when he’s through 
he says, “I’ve read it.” ' 

Jim IS satisfied with the progi^ess that he has made, and he is now giving his work more attention. He is bud¬ 
geting his time accordingly, and is making the most of his day. He now knows what he should accomplish each day, 
and he sticks to his schedule reasonably well. The use of the library after school has certainly improved his study 
habits. He is using many of the reference books in the library which he ordinarily did not have an opportunity 
to use. 


It IS important to budget one s time in a fixed way so as to enable one to meet all the requirements that each 
day demands of us. Many people have found it convenient to keep a record of their day’s activities so as to be 
organized at all times. On a daily chart they have filled in the hours of the week; that is the hours when they 
are in class, when they are attending club meetings, hours for grooming, eating, sleeping, transportation, re¬ 
laxation, job and study. Try this time budgeting and perhaps you will get a great deal more of your work done.

Why Study 
English? 

This short excerpt was taken from 
a recent article in the Scholastic 
Magazine, Practical English. The ar¬ 
ticle emphasizes the importance of 
mastering English during our school 
years. 

“At one time there were many kinds 
of useful work that an uneducated 
person could do, and what schooling 
the average worker got was intended 
to make him a more intelligent voter. 
But now—is there anyone who needs 
to be told that times have'changed? 
Almost any occupation you can name 
requires some “book learning.” Edu¬ 
cation is now as vital to our economic 
system as it always has been to our 
political system. 

Recently Secretary of Labor W. 
Willard Wirtz testified before a Con¬ 
gressional subcommittee on the na¬ 
tion’s unemployment problem. Secre- 
taiy Wirtz said that 20 per cent of the 
unemployed had not finished the 
eighth grade. There are no unskilled 
jobs available for them; yet many of 
them have so little education that they 
cannot be trained for the skilled jobs 
that are open. Among the applicants 
for a training program for janitors 
were many men who could not tell a 
box of detergent from a box of rat 
poison, because they could not read 
the labels. Mr. Wirtz asked Congress 
to approve funds for a new training 
program, to give such persons up to 
52 weeks’ instruction in the Two R’s: 
reading and writing.”
